through falsehood, misrepresentation, 
and fraud; I believe that, where fraud 
enters in, the whole Petition 
from its beginning; I am firmly of the 
op:nion that, if this case were contest- 
ed, fought, and carried to the highest 
Court, the decision this Council 
would be sustained, the Petition de- 
clared bad, and the Writ denied. But, 

an official of the City of Menlo 
Park, and as one having the best in- 
terests of the people of this community 
at heart, I am in favor of filing an 
answer to the Petition for Writ of 
Mandate in order that the issue may 
be brought before the Court. 

I am very earnest about this, be- 
cause of the fact that, in order to con- 
test this election further,it would place 
a heavy burden of expense upon the 
City of Menlo Park, for, under the 
provisions of the Civil Code of the 
State of California, the City is requir- 
ed to bear all of the expense entailed 
in such litigation. 

If the Court then decides, upon the 
showing made, to issue this Writ, it 
is my opinion that this Council should 
abide by the decision, and I shall fav- 
or the immediate call of an election?
